It  was  the  best  of  limes,  it  was  the  worst  of  times,  it  was  a  lime  of  angry  parents,  disgruntled 
teachers,  determined  board  members  and  bewildered  students.  It  was  the  strike  of  93. 

On  September  14,  after  fruitless  negotiations  with  Board  Members,  Lambton  Secondary  School 
teachers  donned  running  shoes  and  picket  signs  as  they  marched  in  protest  around  the  Board  of 
Education.  The  teachers  were  determined  to  acquire  student  teacher  rati  os  in  the  classroom  and 
the  Board  Members  were  determined  not  to  give  in  to  the  teachers'  demands.  It  was  a  perfect 
stale  mate. 

Students  reveled  in  the  ext aided  summer  holiday  whileparents  were  frantic  about  the 
disruption  of  the  school  year.  After  several  negotiation  and  arbitration  attempts  there  were  still 
no  signs  of  an  agreement.  Once  elated  students  began  to  fear  that  their  school  year  and  futures 
were  in  jeopardy.  OAC  students  especially  feared  the  grim  prospects  of  having  to  return  to  high 
school  for  another  year  should  the  strike  wear  on.  However,  all  anxieties  were  put  to  rest  on 
October  27  when  Education  Minister  Dave  Cooke  legislated  the  teachers  back  to  work   1 1  ere  at 
SC1&TS  the  halls  once  again  filled  with  students  and  teachers  trying  to  fall  back  into  a  daily 
routine  The  teadiers'  strike  may  have  provided  a  break  in  the  school  year  but  the  stress  it  has 
created  causes  most  of  us  to  feel  as  if  we  were  never  even  gone.
